•REV. M'LARSN'S ADDRESS. 


Eev. James McLaren, of the First 


Congregation;!! church, was intro- 
duced and delivered one of the most 
eloquent and 
scholarly 
addresses 


heard at commencement exercises in 
many years. Ho said in brief: 


The speaker began with the story of 


an ancient people who became desir- 
ous of linvjiij; 
a king to. rule over 


-them. The isst to which he was to 
be subjected '.vns us follows: He had 
to bc'a'X-iart "Xvhora the a-nimals fol- 
low, the sun serves, the wo.te-rs obey 
and the people love." At last, after 
long research, they found their man. 
He .concentrated the rp.ys of 'the sun 
nn3 kindled fires, etc.; lie 
showed, 


himself 
so -friendly to t.hc animals 


.that they came at last to follow.'and 


to obey him implicitly; .he dammed, 
up- the -river that, flowed through.* the 
village and set- a thousand wheels and. 
spindles'in motion. . Then the animals 
followed Mm. the sun served him,.the. 
waters-obeyed him'" a-nd 
the 
'people 


loved him.' From fhis illustration the 
speaker drew the .lesson of inherent 
ability and worth as against: inherit- 
ance. ;• '.';.

' The idea is'the'Jnfluen'ca.'.of 
mind 


over matter. The rea.l:ki'ngsv.pf today 
are in the realm of'science, literature 
and art. 
.The 
acquirement- of knowledge is 


one thing, and the application of -the 
knowledge acquired to some high and 
useful end is quite another matter. 
There are three different ideas' of.;an 
education, viz.: First—Knowledge for 
iis own sake; second, knowledge,'•' as 
applied to the government of •.man- 
kind by external authority or force; 
third, knowledge as applied to the de- 
veloping aud perfection of a nobler, 
truer 
humanity. The first idea is 


Greek. The old Greeks .'were content 
to pursue knowledge for its own snke; 
knowledge to them was an end i.n it- 
self. 
Bacon gave expression .to this 


Greek idea. 'The-second-conception is 
Roman. Ever-.'thing author!toitive .in 
its nature appealed-to the Roman, ana 
so ht gave:to.the world the most per- 
fect 'system-of political law -and or- 
ganization it 'has ever received. The 
third and highest conception is He- 
brew. 
The Jlubrew was a combin.tr 


-ioii of both the Greek and the Boman. 
-Ml knowledge in the Hebrew thought 
was to be applied in the development 
of a perfect nai-ure and a diviner hu- 
mavtitv. 


With 
these words of introduction 


the speaker announced his then-.e, i. e.. 
Lou°- continued application of all our 
powers to some high and useful end. 


First—Have, a purpose. The great 


men and women, from Moses to Lin- 
coln have been men oi purpose. Hero 
the speaker named 
several, among' 


whom were Joseph 
>"csema, Lyola, 


Garfield. Lucy Stone and others. 


Second—Have a high purpose. 
"Hitch your wc;gon to a star." 
This does not mean doing some- 


thing so great as will make mankind 
wonder all at once, or saying some- 
thing so brilliant as will make the 
world stand still to listen. But it does 
mean this: Have an Ideal. 
I.lealizc 


the real. Every calling in life should 
be regarded as an an- and every one 
who does any kind of work' an artist. 
Just so soon as the world comes to 
realize that 
nil 
ordinary work fur- 


nishes abundant opportunity for the 
exercise of ajl our tnlents ar.c! our edu- 
ca-tion. that 
shoe-making, tailoring, 


house-building, farming, housekeep- 


i ing are arts nnd that tlie shoe.-m.nker,

The earliest'hay can be made-from 


rye, and it-will be fairly good if it is 
cut early enough. The tiino to out it is 
very soon after it is headed. The-time 
when this occurs depends on the season 
and the latitude, but it comes usually 
in Maj; as fur north as central Wiscon- 
sin and southern Minnesota. Farther 
south, of course, it comes earlier. Tho 
timo of cutting being in tbo early part 
of tho season bofoi'O1 the hottest and 
most frying hay weather comes, and it 
being a rank growing plant and very 
juicy and watery at the time of cutting, 
ii is sometimes rather difficult to oure. 
It can be dono, however, according to a 
Wisconsin correspondent 
of Prairie 


Farmer uad authority for. the follow- 
ing: If the weather' is clear, it oau be 
raked up on cho afternoon of tha doy 
after it- is mowed. Ic should then bo put 
np in cocks .ac<5 left for two or three 
days. The drier tho hay the larger the 
cocks can bo made, boo usually they 
should bo low, well topped out and as 
small as practicable on tho ground. Be- 
fore it is stacked or put in the barn tie 
cccks should bo opened scma, so as to 
let in tho sun and air. Bye hay made 
this way will be found to bo very good 
for all kinds of stock, though not equal 
to clover hay or pat hay. 


The next earliost hay is rnaue from 


blue grass, or, ss it is called in eome 
places, Jnue grass. This yields but a 
small crop, except in some places where 
the soil seoms to be especially adapted 
to it. It should not be cut until aitor it 
has blossomed. It is a fine grass and 
drios very quickly, so there is no.trou- 
ble in properly curing it. Tha next oar- 
liest is clover hay. Bed modium clover 
should bo cut when in full bloom. A 
few of the earliest heads will have turn- 
ed brown at that timo. 
Clover hay 


when properly made is tbe best h;vy. we 
have in this country for all kinds of 
stock, and especially for cows, but the 
wav it is quite often made produces the 
poorest kind oi hay. 


Directions for making clover hay 


have been given over, and over again, 
botit seems necessary to repeat thorn.

. The Ohio experiment station.. began ] 
studying tha comparative effect of deep 
and shallow culture of corn in 1888. -At 
that time the implements available for 
..shallow culture were imperfect, and for 
two years the-resnlts were negative or 
slightly in favor cf deep culture. Dur-. 
ing recent years general attention has 
.been, drawn to this subject, especially by 
the . results •• attained .at the Illinois ex- 
periment station, and manufacturers 
havo nroduoed implements better adapt- 
ed to" shallow culture. With some ,of 
theso implements the work has boon 
continued in .Ohio since- 1891, with re- 
sults uniformly in favor of the shallow 
culture, the average yield from culti- 
vating ono inch and a half deep with 
the spring tooth cultivator being sii 
bushels per acre greater than from cul- 
tivating four inches with the double 
shovel. 
The same problem has also been 


taken up at 13 other stations besides the 
two named, with results generally fa- 
voring shallow culture. Counting each 
season's experiments at each station aa 
a single test, 46 such tests had been re- 
ported up to tho close of 1805. Of these, 
a7 showed larger yield from shallow- 
culture, 7 were, inccnclusivo and 11 
showed larger yields froni deep culture. 
Of-thek'o latter, -however;'' cultivating 
only"-three' inches deep '-'was in some 
oases "called "deep culture:-*' 


Conditions or Precipitation. 


Although conditions of temperature 


must bo taken into consideration in se- 
locdnfj sites for beet sugar factories, yet 
in addition to the thermal conditions 
must also to studied those of rainfall, 
according to a bulletin on the subject.

beei requires a certain 


amount o£ moisture in order to produce 
its normal crop.

Bora and reared 
in the vicinity wh'ere we find him, inured 
to a wild mountain life, free us the deur he 
sKilks, acquainted with every doap, shaded 
canyon or mountain Bide, knowing little 
of the great itios und the world beyond, 
he roams und Joada a joyons, happy life. 


Wesley is uut a sbuep herder or a tender 


of stock, but is called a protector, and his 
duties aro to destroy tho. wild animals 
that prey on tho sheep «ud to supply the 
ranch with fresh meat. He in an unerring 
shot and seldom fails in bringing down 
his game. • 
, 
Bears are quite numerous in thowdjocent 


woods and chaparral hills—not tho Ursa 
horribilis, or grizzly, whioh formerly 
abounded in tho coast:-^mountains, but tho 
brown or cinnamon Iwar and hir> smaller 
brother, the black 'bear. The cinnamon 
bear sometimes attains a wnigbt of SCO 
pounds. It is by no moans an inferior nni- 
raal to capture, for next to the grlzuly he 
is tho luoit dangerous. Black boars aro 
quite tho opposite, and -will not fight un- 
less elosoly pressed. . 


Speaking of bears young Wesley says: 


"When I see a baar and ho is in shooting 
distance, I jost pump lead into him till ho 
don't move.

THE LONDON "BOBBY," 


the policeman may bo seen walking about 
with it b!aok ru bber cornucopia on his hip. 
But whether he is In blue cloth or black 
rubber neither American nor other person 
need mietakc him for a countryman. 


When we soo our West Point boys on 


parade, we exclaim, "How beautifully 
trained!" And that is precisely tho feel- 
ing one hnson seeing these mild mannered 
London policemen regular tho enormous 
traffic of these busy London streets. That 
word traffic, us applied to tiio crush (if the 
streets, is so familiar in London that even 
the newsboys use it, 
One day an inch of 


snow fell and spread ruin and desolation. 


"Why, 
the traffic is stopped!" every- 


body said breathlefHl;?. And.so it was. 
But nothing could sto;? the London traffic 
for long. 


Tho most loyal American, and 1' claim a 


near relationship to him, aftor cooing the 
London policemen mjinage tho traffic of 
tho streets, must uOmit iihutwo have noth- 
ing like i; in tho Dulled States. It is all 
done so gently, yot so effectively. There Is 
no shoutisig, no flourishing of clubs, no 
seizing of bridles. 
A single wave of the 


uplifted hand does it all. Even a raised 
finger .would be an exception. 


Tho London policeman carries no fire- 


nrms; no weapon but a tiny billy, kept 
out of sight in one of his'ooattniJ. pockets, 
und that seldom drawn. Having a desire 
to sei) one of these tiny clubs; I asied tha 
officer in front of the British museum to 
show me his. He hadn't it with him. The 
uniform is all ohut is needed. 


fie is not to bo colled "officer," either, 


this London policeman. Not that he re- 
sents it, but ho does not know whui; it 
means. 
The official title in Now York is 


"police offlcer,". and here it is "police 
constable." This shows thac some respect 
is shown t<> official titles thu world over, 
for our American policeman is to be called 
"officer," while in London the policeman is 
to bd addressed us "constable." One may 
go up to htm and ask him fiunilinrly, 
"Bobert, where Is So-and-so?" He rather 
likes that It IB a sort of apotbeoshi of his 
common tide of "bobby.". But call him 
•what you will, a oiyil answer is as certain 
as the daily London rain. 


In working my way. on foot down, to- 


ward Charing Cross one evening I soon 
fouad myself hopelessly lost.. Bui it is 
only amusement for a man to lose himself 
in tho London streets at night. 
Tbo llret 


policeman usked will take great -pains to 
set him right; or If that fulls, the honsoiu 
rab is a never fulling refuge. On tbiti oc- 
casion I applied to a policeman. 


"Tuke the first on the right," said he. 


"Then boar down toward the'loft, and the 
third turning is Oxford street" 


This is the common form of direction 


in London. No pluco is ever so many 
blocks away, but so many turnings, and 
"tho first turning on the right" is often 
abbreviated to "first on the right." One 
nevor keeps to the right or left, but'.'bears" 
in the Cireetion necessary: :Tbe constable 
was so obliging chat I handed him two 
pennies. 


"Owl thank you, sir," said he. "Thubk 


you, very kindly, sir I" And1-up went his 
bund to his hat brim. 


Thu constables whoso business it is to 


regulate tho trade in the strcots seldom. 
make an arrest. Indeed in frwo months in 
London I have not seen a single- arrost 
made, eithur of driver or pedestrian. Near- 
ly every vehicle that plies thu streets is li- 
censed and numbered, and so Is Its driver. 
If the di-ivor disobeys orders or makes : 
himself liable in any way, 'the constable 
merely holds up » finger for him to stop, 
and ho stops. Thee out come the consta- 
ble's little notebook and. pencil, and tho 
driver i&ust produce his license, which 
gives his number, his name and his ud- 
qress. After these are copied "into the lit- 
tlo notebook, the officer glve'a.awave of 
the hand and the man drives on. 


The man is then practically under ar- 


rest and out on bail.

The ordinary po- 
lice are called constables, and their pay is 
24 shillings a week, small .pay even aa 
wages run in EngJand- . The London po- 
lice is a- civil, nonmllltary body, bit com- 
manded by a military hand, who. is always 
d man of rank and' experience appointed, 
by the qneen and acting under the direct 
authority of. the home secretary, and who 
directs and controls the whoki system of 
police within the metropolitan police dis- 
trict. 'Every member of the force Is en- 
titled, after 25 years of approved service, 
to retire and receive a pension-tor life, a 
pfivilogo, as a rule, well earned; for ths 
London "bobby," with few ozoopticns, Is 
one of the moat honest and faithful fellows 
in the world.

Indies, Juno 5. — Although the Americans, 
meaning the inhabitants of tee United 
States, havo a worldwide reputation for 
the concocting of insidious and palate 
tickling beverages, we must turn to the 
tropics for the greatest variety of cooling 
refreshers. 
While our summer is a season 


of short duration, und really hot weather 
is at -best but intaraaittont, below the lino 
Of 9U.28 north latitude, or within the 
tropics, "perpetual summer" is indeed no 
mere figure of speech. The hotter the oli- 
maie in which man dwells, of course, tho 
mow ha is prone to drink, and it follows, 
&s a matter of course, that people who 
have dwelt a long time In » tropical region 
should have a greater variety and more at- 
tractive assortment of tipples than thoso 
who have only a tuste of warm weather in- 
terlarded between long spaces of winter 
oold. 
Whoro, then, Old Sol reigns with 


uadlsputod sway as in the West Indies, 
tho perspiring people are "driven to 
drmk," though not necessarily to drunk- 
enness. 


In tho "great houses" of the old plant- 


ers, now so lamentably few, the well 
stocked sideboard Is vastly more than a 
tradition. It is ever in evidence and is tha 
first article of furniture v,-hich greets the 
eyes of the thirsty traveler as he enters 
the hospitable mansion, tired and heated 
from a long ride in the sun. 


Tho planter's wife, or bis housekeeper, 


has already anticipated the stranger's de- 
sires, and compounded a pitcher of drink 
ere he has landed at tho door. Immediate- 
ly after the introduction, and before being 
taken away by his hoat toremovo the dust 
from his garments, the newly arrived Is 
invited to wash the dust from his throat.

vently pray may be the case—into tba 
pitcher is inserted a queer looking stick, 
about 1 J~ feet in length, and with spread- 
ing prongs at tho business end. This is 
twirled about rapidly between tho perpen- 
dicular palms of the host or hostaas, until 
tho contents of the jorum are stirred to a 
froth, and then the stick is withdrawn 
and the liquid poured out, to be sent 
where it will do tho uiost good. 


The drink—well, id may be a gin or 


brandy cocktail, or the more insidious 
"shrub" or "cashew" punch, but what- 
ever it is, is will be worth the imbibing, 
as an experiment, if nothing more. 
As 


for the stick, It is called a "swiw.lor," and 
may be bought in tho market place of .any 
of the more southern West Indian iskinds, 
suoh as Guadeloupe, SIT. Luoia or Bar- 
bados. It is found in the fields and forests 
and brought in for naie by old women and 
children. It in slender and straight, with 
four or five prongs at one end, sticking 
out at right angles to tho stem, and froaj 
its peculiar sbape is used as an egg beatur 
and to intimately'inlx the ingredients of 
cocktails and tho like. It crootos, oven 
in plain drinks, n peouliar froth, owing to 
the mucilaginous quality of the cambium 
layer, or inner bark, whioh is left on when 
the stick is peeled. 


Thug does nature provide for bibulous 


miuj in those regions whore he is Inclined 
to imbibe the most aad where there is no 
"liquor low" to Interfere with nor gener- 
ous provisions. As cue old black woman 
who peddles the swizzles will tell you, It is 
like a-flyin In do face ob CJoramlghty" 
to neglect tho obvious intention of thBSe 
articles. "Look me, massa," she will say, 
thrusting iho stieks nnder your nose; "you" 
done "bilge to drink da-ruoktuil now, eah,

kn.iokor.s. 
"Why should I tire myself ' 


with a Big knocker," thoy ask, "when the 
boil answers every purpose?" 


The mistress siding In tho drawing 


room, which is always up one flight, 
knows by tho koook or tho ring what sort 
of person is at fiho door. 
"Ilattat!" two knocks so close together 


that they ure almost one, and she knows U 
is the postman. That is his peculiar sig- 
nal, and no one else uses it. 
Tho door 


does not need to be opened, for he merely 
drops his letters through the slit into the 
letter bos. But the two quick taps per- 
haps ara followed by a ring. Oh! That 
means thnt the postman wishes to see somo 
one.

T-he-svorcg'e catch 


of the fleet on a ten months' voyage is 150i 
whales, whlcb'give'over 300,000 pounds of; 
bone, worth 81,000,000-when. it is' finally 
on the market- ' • 
• 
• 


. Whalebone .'of commerce :is obtained 
from three species of whales.. That which. 
Is most valuable comes from the bow- 
head whales of the arctic regions. Then; 
thcro-aro tho south sea whale-and the- 
right whala, vjbich are less sought for. 


The mouth of the whale is lined with' 


"slabs" of bone, as they oro called, ar-; 
ranged in rows, quite a cttniljer in each 
.row, transversely aoross the mouth. 
- Tho, 


first row is sec back a little from the front 
of the mouth, und other rows i'ollow, with- 
about the width of a finger- between, back 
to tho throat. -Those slabs aro foetened to 
the roof of tho rooutb and hana down veryj_ 
much-like so many rows of teeth. They 
are longest in front, where they sometimes, 
'attain a length of 10 or 13 foot, deceasing: 
in. length toward .the back part of tbo 
mouth, where the cavity is of less height, 
from 2 to i foot 


They aro shaped about like a common 


handsaw,'being some ly to 14 inabes wide 
at tho root and tapering.nearly to a point. 
They are tbickest-at tho back, where they' 
measure from » fifteenth to toroe-eightbs 
of an inch through.' In front thoy como 
to a shurp edge, which is thickly fringed 
with coarse black buir 10 to 12 inches in 
length. In color these slabs "are a dead 
blue black. The shorter slaba aro called 
onllons. These are moru wrinkled and 
are cheaper than tbo longer ones ,and are 
fully an good for eencral purposes. Tho 
slabs weigh from (i pounds for the larger 
ones downward, and from 2,000 to 3,000 
pounds can be taken from the mouth of1 
a single wlmle. 


The quantity of hono brought into tha 


country has varied, materially in the years 
gone by. In 1853 it was'6,652,800 pounds; 
in 1873 it was 100,000 pounds; in 18SO it 
roso to about 400,000 pounds, moru than 
in any other yeur for somo five or sis years 
previous; in 1880 tho catch was 346,250 
pounds, of which aboui 84,000 pounds was 
sent to Europe. 


The price'of tho raw stock has also 


varied with tho supply. 
In . 1853 it was 


worth 35 cents per'pound. Very little was 
used then, but .soon after the demand for 
it, in the manufacture of corsets, whips, 
umbrellas and parasols rapidly increased, • 
the martec was exhausted and the prico 
went up. In 1867 there wero IdS vessels 
in the Greenland fieot, while in 1877 thero 
were bet 10. In tha latter year bone was 
worth 52.00 per pound, and in 1881 it was 
sold at $2 per pound. At the present tima 
it is worth ubout 53.50 per pound. 


The method of manufacturing is ex- 


ceedingly interesting.' When, received at? 
the factory, the flrsc thing ii5 to denude the 
slobs of their fringe of hair. The hair is 
cut off with a pair of sharp scissors, run 
along the edge of the' slab iu much the 
same way and as rapidly as a dry goods 
clerk run* his scissors rtirongh a piece of 
cloth. 
The slabs .'ire then put into large 


vats and soaked in wuttr until they era 
soft and pliable, after which they are 
scraped on both sides until all the gum 
arid sourt thatadberos to them arc removed 
und the surface is all mude smooth and 
clean. Next thoy are put in a staam bos. 
No pressure is used, tho slabs being simply 
warmed through. Now a workman takes 
theni in hand and with a. peculiarly 
shaped knife trims off tho flotifc xtncil tha 
grain runs straight. Then, with knives 
.which con be set to any desirable width, 
the bone is cut into strips for whips, dresa 
bono and.other articles. 


If it is necessary to cat to any particular 


thickness, the stock is again, put into wa- 
ter, soaked over night and sujomod and 
than ran through 'tho splitter. This part? 
of lie work has to be done very rapidlybe- 
foro tho heat has gone from tlia bone. 
After this tbo strips ara put tirongh the 
"sider," which smooths them and finishes 
them up nicely. As a final touch they, aru 
polished, a branch of the woi:k which is 
dono by sponging them with a kind of 
blacking, the properties of whioh are a 
close secret, each manufacturer having his 
own peouliar kind of his own Invention. 
Now the manufactured goods aro turned 
over to tho girls, who tie them up in bun- 
dlosof dozens and grosses, paper and mark 
tham, and thoy are ready for tho trado. 


Tho principal uso of whalebone at the 


present time is in the manufacture of 
whips, corsets, dn:ss stays and surgical in- 
struments. The whip crude in largely la 
Wtfstlieltl, Mass., while nearly all the cor- 
sets aro rnudo in Europe. 


Tho whip bono is made according to tho'' 


process already described and then tapored 
down to a point. Umbrella frames were 
onco largely uiadb of whalobonc, but steel 
has now to.a couaidernblo extent taken its 
place, A few years ago a very ingenious 
imitation of whalebone appeared in um- 
brollus imported: from Franco and could 
noc he told frour the genuine article until 
split open. . 


• Whalebone hate ore among the novelties 
of the business. Thoy are made by cutting 
tho bone into'very thin strips and ih.jn, 
weaving these strips Into ahat as mnnilla or 
'straw Is woven., .-Such a hat is expensivo. 
The ruatorla! in it 13 alono worth $30 and 
Is rarely seen except ns an oddity. Ribbon 
bono is another novelty. It is generally 
of white bone, worth SSO a pound, and ia 
ehavod so thin than common print can bo 
distinctly road throogb it. It is often col- 
ored p)nk aiid blue and other hues and is 
much 'in demand by harness' makers for 
rosettes. Whalebone canes are cut; from 
tho thickest- slabs. The butt is. cut off 
nnd the strip cut square,. planed ttcd 
rounded, the lnM«r being accomplished by 
runulng the square strips 'through round 
holes in. it stool plato.

Save part of the pasture for July 


and August, or put in some drilled 
corn, oats, poas or something of the 
sort, to be cat when the dry, hot sum- 
mer leaves you without grass. 


Sheep fatten much more easily th'nn 


cattle, and when slaughtered furnish 
not only meat, but wool, the latter not 
only keeping indefinitely, but paying 
for Icng transportation. 


Sheep climb over rocks and ledges 


where aows would cot venture, and 
almost every herb which, growls suf- 
fices them for Jood; and they never 
crop ft pas-ture but to benefit it.
